NEW YORK, April 23.—Col. Joseph K. 
Rickey, one of the best known citizens 
of the country, was found dead in his 
apartments at the Hoffmam House. It was 
at first given out that Rickey had com- 
mitted suicide, using carbolic acid, but the 
coroner says death was due to heart dis- 
ease. 

Col. Rickey came from Callaway County, 


Missouri. Moving to St. Louis, he went 
to Washington, where his extensive ac- 
quaintance was widened and gradually he 
became a national character. He was 


about 60, and the inventor of the gin rickey. 
Joe Rickey was not born in Missouri, but 
in lowa. However, he has lived at Fulton 
Calloway County, as long as the most inti- 
mate friends he now has can remember. 
He married a daughter of the late Dr. 
Howard of Fulton. Rickey studied law, 
(but has never been known to practice. 
Many years ago he waa known about the 
halls of the Missouri General Assembly as 
a promoter of legislation. 
Jefferson City to Washington as a 
promoter of national legislation was a 
short step for Rickey. 
When Rickey first went to Washington to 
live—after two of his three chiidren had 
é off—he purchased a place known 
as “The Store,’’ cailed by courtesy a whole- 
cnla Manor house but really the favorite re- 
sort of a select coterie of experienced old 
failows- who liked a generous nip of first- 
class goods without any special trimmings.

MOSLEMS BREAK 
A BRITISH SQUARE 


Second Severe Check of the 
English Expeditions Sent 
Into the Interior to Crush 
the Mad Mullah. 


ADEN, Arabia, April 23.—The "British 
transport Hardinge arrived here today 
from Berbera, the capital of Somaliland, 
Kast Africa, and reports a British defeat 
in Somaliland, The officers of the Hard- 
inge say that 10 officers and 180 men, out 
of a total British force of 220 men, were 
killed recently in an engagement with the 
Somalis. 


LONDON, April 23.—The war office to- 
day received from Brigadier-General Man- 
ning, in command of the British forces 
in Somaliland, a dispatch dated 20 miles 
westward of Galadi, Somaliland, April 13, 
as follows: 

“I regret to report that a fly'ng column 
under the command of Col. Cobbe, which 
left Galodi- April 10, to reconnoiter the 
road to Walwal, had a most. serious 
check, April 17. On the morning of April 
17, Col. Cobbe was at Gumburru, 4 miles 
westward of Galadi and had decided to 
return to Galadi, owing to the serious dif- 
ficulty in finding the road to Walwal and 
to the shortness of water. 

“He was about to leave his zareba (pro- 
tected camp), when firing was heard in 
the direction of a small party, under the 
command of Capt. Olivey, which had been 
sent in a westerly direction to reconnoiter, 

“At 9:15 o'clock in the morning = Col. 
Cobbe dispatched Col. Plunkett with 160 
men of the Second battalion of the King’s 
African Rifles, 48 of the Second Sikhs and 
two Maxim guns for the extrication of 
Capt. Olivey if necessary. As a matter of 
fact, Capt. Olivey had. not been engaged. 
Col. Plunkett, on joining the detachment, 
continued to push on. At 11:4 o'clock Col. 
Cobbe heard a heavy fire in the direction 
taken by Col. Plunkett, and at about 1 
o'clock in the afternoon @& few fugitives 
coming in reported that Col. Plunkett had 
been defeated with loss. 


“The news has been fully corroborated | 


since, and I have to report the total loss 
of Col. Plunkett’s party, with the excep- 
tion of 37 Yaos, who have arrived here. 

“The latest information extracted from 
the fugitives {is to the effect that Col. 
Plunkett pushed on after the enemy’s force 
to the open country, seven miles westward 
of Gumburru, where he was attacked by 
a very strong force of mounted troops and 
the enemy's infantry, who attacked at 
close quarters. He kept back the enemy 
until he had no more ammunition, when he 
formed a square and charged with bayonets 
in the direction of Col. Cobb's camp. He 
moved some distance in this manner, but 
a great many men, including Col. Piunkett 
himself, were killed or wounded by the 
pursuing enemy.

“At last the enemy’s infantry over- 
whelmed the square. and annihilated 
them all, with thé exception of the 37 
fugitives above mentioned.” 

The dispatches close with a list of the 
“officers and men missing, and no doubt 
killed in action,’ namely, Col. A. W. V. 
Plunkett, Capts. Johnston, Stewart, Ol- 
iver. Norris and McKinnon, and Lieuts. 
Gaynor and Bell, all of the King’s Afri- 
can Rifles; Capt. Vivzey of the Second 


Sikhs; Capt. Sims of the India medical 
staff, two white privates, 48 men of the’ 
Second Sikhs and 124 men of the African

Another dispatch from Gen. Manning, 
who immediately on hearing of the de- 
feat of Col. Plunkett, started for Gum- 
burru, with 460

to the effect that the latter, with 220 
troops, Was encamping with plenty of 
food and supplies and four days’ water. 
He has about 1000 camels, and does not 
think he car withdraw from his posi- 
tion without assistance, because the scrub 
is thick and the enemy’s forces seem 
likely to act on the offensive. 

Gen. Manning adds: “I shall march 
directly and expect to arrive at Gam- 
burru tomorrow at noon. I shall ac- 
complish the extrication of Col. Cobbe 
with as much transport as possible and 
return to Galadi. I can only carry suf- 
ficient water for the march to Gumburru, 
returning directly. I shall therefore be 
unable to advance against the enemy if 
the latter holds back.”’

THE TRUST’S ANTI-ALUM TRIUMVIRATE. 

In view of the grandjury revelations the conspiracy by which 
the monopoly hold of the Baking Powder Trust was clinched in 
Missouri becomes clear. 
The work was done by Boodle Agent Kelley, Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Lee and Senator William J. Stone. Lee advised Kelley to 
employ Stone as the best available man for the attorneyship of 
the trust. 
Stone was vice-chairman of the National Democratic Commit- 
tee, ex-Governor of the state and had great political influence. 
He created the sham Public Health Society to conteal the trust's « 
purpose and his identification with it. 
In 1901 Stone’s prosecution of the trust’s competitors aroused an 
overwhelming sentiment in the Legislature for the repeal of the 
so-called pure food law, which had been passed surreptitiously 
for the trust’s benefit. The sentiment was so great that Lee 
wrote Kelley to call off Stone’s prosecutions for awhile. 
Desperate work was needed to defeat the repeal sentiment, but 
the trust's anti-alum triumvirate accomplished its object. Lee, 
as presiding officer of the Senate packed the Senate committee 
on criminal jurisprudence, to which the repeal bill was referred, 
with lobby tools; Stone as representative of the Public Health 
Society, addressed the committee on the poisonous effects of 
alum to give it an excuse for smothering the bill, and Kelley 
paid for the job, which cost the trust $27,000. © 
Stone supplied the trust’s mask, Lee the official power and 
Kelley the boodle. Morally Stone’s part was no less reprehensible 
than that of Lee or Kelley.

Transparent effects in both gowns and 
coats are much in evidence this season, and 
for summer wear they are certainly most 
appropriate.
